r Colvm bis, ()., June 21.— The Dcmocrati 
of Ohio to-day reached the climax of the 
ardent contest that has for weeks been go- 
lag on in their ranks for the Gubernatorial 
nomination. Many an interesting State 
Convention has the party Jield, but thW 
surpassed all for eagerness, energy ami 
tremendous hard work, most of which wai 
in behalf of Hoadly and Ward. The other 
candidates and their respectiTc frieudi 
held, however, no Unimportant place in t lie 
Btruggle, > nit their interest was chiefly to 
keep in line, watch fluctuations, and he 
ready for any emergency that would as.-i-t 
the probable election of the less 
prominent in the talk, persuasfon, 
hand shaking and argument of tne hour. 
When the convention assembled every 
delegate was contident that his eandi date 
held the odds of success and this confi- 
dence was but a reflection of what the can- 
didates themselves felt. Indeed the steady 
observers outside of factional' influence 
and enthusiasm were bothered in forming 
predictions, and if news from one quarter 
pronunced a surety of this man's surreys it 
was offset on the other hand by convict long 
equally as strong that the other man would 
be nominated, in a line, every idea as to 
the outcome off t lie balloting was subjected 
to whirling confusion aud rampant parti- 
zanship. After everybody had done his 
best, to lessen the chances of his candi- 
dates opponent », he was callod to meet the 
return charges aud this he did with indus- 
trious effort and rock ribbed denomina- 
tion not to leuve the held until the battle 
was won. In no convention for years have 
the delegates held out with greater vigor 
and tirelessnesa. 

When the convention assembled at 10 a. 
m., in Comstock'o Opera House, the gal- 
leries, balconies and every bit of space not 
assigned to delegates was crowded with 
•pectators. The air wae full of enthusi- 
asm. The Ward men yelled lustily fsr 
their favorite candidate, while ainoug the 
delegates there was tremendoue oonfueion 
and bickering. The oandidates themselves 
■eemed te consider a nomination equal to 
an election. Durbin Ward aaid, in hit 
serenade speech last night: ■• If it should 
be the pleasure of this convention to nom- 
inate me, 1 intend to carry your banner te 
triumphant victory. " Judge Hoadly 
showed an equal confidence in his speech. 
It appeared m if the oonveution never 
would get down to work. The chairman 
called and hammered in vain, but in time 
it was quiet enough for Clark Irvine to say 
a few worde and call for the reports of 



committees. That, on organization, re- 
ported the Hon. John MoSweeney per- 
manent chairman. He wa9 introduced and 
received with great applause. 

Mr. McSweeny, in his address, congratu- 
lated the party on the great gathering, and 
praised it for it* past labor and faithful- 
ness. He implored the Democruts to vote 
for the prohibition of the Republican party, 
and was long and loudly applauded. Wm. 
G. Bracing, of Gallia oounty, was chosen 
Permanent Sooretary. 

The Committee on Credentials reported 
decisions on a few ©ontesto, but that on reso- 
lutions not being ready to submit the plat- 
form, nominations for Governor were called 
for, when Edgar M. Johnson, of Cincinnati, 
moved that oandidates for Governor be 
nominated without speeches. This was 
vo.ed down vigorously aud unanimously. 

General Durbin Ward was then named 
/or Governor by the Hon. T. E. Powell, of 
Delaware, who extolled the virtues and 
long service to Democracy of the grim old 
General. 

The Hon. Allen G. Thurman seconded the 
•peech of Mr. Pewell. He placed great 
stress upon General Ward's military ser- 
vice, and that he was - an eld-time Demo- 
orat who had not reeeived recognition at 
the hands of the Democratic party.** Mr. 
Thurman said hie services deserved reward, 
and now that vlotory was im their grasp, 
ha should have it. 

Judge Hoadly was placed in nomination 



by the'Hon. Michael "Ryan, of Cincinnati. 
This was seconded by Hon. E. 11. Finley, 
the speochos of both gentlemen being 
roundly applauded. Dr. Cravens, of 
Toledo. Ohio, named Goo. W. Geddes, of 
Mansfield, and the Hon. George W. Mor- 
gan, of Mt. Vernon seconded this nomina- 
tion. 

The first ballot resulted Hoadly 28(1, 
Ward --Vi.i, Geddes 80. Necessary to a 
choice 313. No nomination. 

Groat confusion aud excitement arose In 
regard to casting the vote of Butler county, 
and noise and fury for a few minutes 
rtigned supreme. The question that led to 
this trouble arose on the vote of the delega- 
tion according to instructions, there being 
four who wished to vote for Ward. Mr. 
Powell, of Delaware, moved that each dele- 
gate vote as he pleased, but this wns de- 
feated. Lawrence Neal charged the chair- 
man with unfair conduct and partiality to 
Hoadly, alU-ging that he was chosen as 
Hoadly's man. He said seven Baths* coun- 
ty men wanted to break for Ward, but were 
held by instructions at d hisses. Chairman 
decided that each delegate should vote as 
he choosed. 

A slight bill in the deafening confusion 
occurring, the chairman called for the sec- 
ond bullot. 'I ins was had with no abate- 
ment iu the turmoil that attended the first 
and resulted:

Amid great excitement, yelling and 
cheers the nomination was made unanim- 
ous. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

The Committee on Resolutions appeared 
and submitieed the following, which was 
adopted amid applauae : 

The convention reaffirms the principles 
of the party as expressed in previous State 
and National platforms; the true functions 
os government as embraced in the creed of 
Thomas Jefferson. The application of these 
principles to our present condition demands 
purification of the public service and 
th.- punishment of robbers of the 
public treasury, and we renew our previous 
declaration for staple money, the gradual 
extinction of the publio debt, and the pay- 
ment of pensions to disabled soldiers, their 
wives, aud orphans. We favor a tariff for 
revenue, limited to the requisites of a gov- 
ernment economically administered, and so 
adjusted in its application aa to prevent 
unequal burdens, encourage productive in- 
dustrieo at home, and afford just compensa- 
tion to labor, but not to oreate or fostor 
monopolies ; the reduction of the wool tariff 
a j congress, and increase on woolen goods 
is coudemned. 

The Democratic party as it always 
has been, is opposed to sumptuary leg- 
islation aud unequal taxation in 
any form, and is in favor of 
the largest liberty of private conduct con- 
sistent with the publio welfare and the 
rights of others, and of regulating the 
liquor traffic and providing against the 
evils resulting therefrom by a judicious 
and properly graded lioense system. 

The abuses of the present coittract sys- 
tem in our State Peuiteulary is injurious 
and unwise, and ought to be coirected. The 
promises of the Republican party to abolish 
this system are shown to be false aud 
hypocritical. 

The protection of Government is due to 
nil American citizens, native aud foreign 
born, abroad as well as at home. 

We affirm the resolutions of the State 
Conventions in Ohio in 1880-81-82, and of 
the Democratic National Conventions of 
1872-7i>-8(>, do minding a thorough reform 
and purification of the civil service, and 
charge that the Republican party has vio- 
lated every pledge it has heretofore given 
for the reform thereof. 

TUB NOMINEE APPEAUS. 

Following the ^adoption of the platform 
Judge Hoadly, accompanied by the Hon. 
John C. Underwood, of the Cincinnati 
News Journal, and Mr. Armstrong, of the 
Cleveland Plain Dealer, appeared on the 
stage. Great cheering attended his pres- 
ence, and when brought forward and in- 
ttoduoed to the convention, the applause 
took new force. He made a brief 
speech, in which he said his nomination 
showed that the Democratic party was 
opened for recruits, no matter what their 

Erevioue condition of servitude. Hoadly 
eld McSweeney's hand, and referred to 
their old friendship, and explained his 
conversion to democracy.

George Hondly was born in New Haven, 
Connecticut, July 31, 1836, the only son of 
George and Mary Ann Hoadly (daughter of 
Wm. Walton Woolsey and Elizabeth Dwight 
Woolsey, of New York). Hisffather was at 
one time Mayor of New Haven, Connecticut, 
bttt in 1830 removed with his family to 
Cleveland, Ohio, of which city he became 
Mayor. 

Judge Hoadly was graduated from the 
? Often Reserve College and the Law 
School at i 'ambridge. Maes. He came to 
Cincinnati and was admitted to the Bar in 
I s IT. In I SAO, he was elected Superior 
Court Judge and reelected in 1864, 

in 1876, with other lilieriil Republicans. 

he joined the DemocrAtio ranka under tha 
leadership of Tildaa and Hendricks.

PaOAPKi T, Ti:nn., June VI.— Wesley Wnr- 
ren. colored, who was uuder arrest on the 
charge of having murdered James Trite, 
of this place, was lynched night before 
lust by a a small patty of unknown men. 
Warren, confessed his guilt and implicate', 
oilier negroes in the commission ofthe crime. 
Warren and his accomplices went to 
t!ie store where Trice slept after 3 o'chiok, 
intending to kill him and steal the m nicy 
realized from the sale of Rome corn, bin 
after murdering Trice they failed to find 
the money, ns it had not been left iu his 
jiossesjion. The murderers stole a quantity 
of dry goods and provisions, and left. As 
soon as the body of Trioe was discovered 
search was made for the perpetrators of 
the crime, and footprints were found 
leading from the scene of the murder 
to the home of Warren. This cir- 
cumstantial proof wae strong against 
Warren, as the footprints were plainly dis« 
covered in the mud caused by a rain which 
fell at 2 o'clock, but beforo the exa iu illa- 
tion of witnesses had been concluded be 
the coroner, a mob appeared, and, taking 
Warren half a mile down the railroad, 
hung him. The authorities are looking for 
V« uncu s accomplices, and if they are 
caught they will likely share the fate ot 
their leader.

The Ward men feel their 
defeat keenly, but they submit with 
as good grace as the severity ofthe contest 
permits. They believe that Geddes' candi- 
laejf lead to the General s defeat. 

Tha Republicans at e pleased at the nomi- 
nation, saying that Hoadly is a much 
weaker man on account of his assailable 
record as a politic, un than Ward. They 
claim the latter would have divided the 
soldiara' vote, which will now go for Fw- 
aker.

St. I<ouis, June '21.— Deplorable effeoto of 
the recent tornadoes and violent rain storms 
in various parts of the oountry are seen in 
destruction of fruit and crops. Whole 
orchards, and fields of grain, have been de- 
stroyed by the winds aud rain. The aggre- 
gate of the losses thus entailed upon farm- 
ers must be very large, and in many cases 
the labor of a whole season has been ren- 
dered nugatory, causing want and distress 
where there had been the promise of pros- 
perity.

A TALE OF THE SEA. 

Circumstances That Point to a 
Murderous Crew. 



Trie Rrhnoner Fphralm and Anna 
Knppoeed to Have Been Men I tied 
Before Abandoned by Mutinous 
Sailors. 



Philadelphia, Juno 21 — United States 
Marshal Kerns is of the opinion that the 
two-masted schooner Ephraim ami Anna, 
which was found water-logged off liurne- 
gat by the Boston tug Storm King ami 
brought to this port, was not abandoned be- 
cause of her leak, but on account of foul 
play, which may, ho thinks, have involved 
the life of the captain, Samuel Harvey, who 
lives In this city. There aro many cir 
cumstanoes which would seem to point to 
this conclusion. 

i The Storm King, which was towing a 
vessel from Boston, ran across the Ephraim 
and Anna. Two signals of distress were 
flying, one fore, the other aft. The tug 
ran up alongside aud several of (he crew 
jumped aboard the schooner, expecting to 
meet some of the crew of the latter. In- 
stead, they found not a semblance of life. 
The situation at once impressed itself, 
ao suspicious wore the circumstance-, 
that the crew ofthe tug immediately uhis 
pored foul play. The schooner was in 
exactly that condition she would be were 
she quietly sailing ou an open river. The 
foresail and forestoy-sail were both set. 
The mainsail was reefed. Tho rudder was 
not strapped. Although upon investiga- 
tion there was found to be about four feel 
of water in the hold, the schooner was set- 
ting perfectly upright The eondition of 
the schooner did not appear to have been 
by any means of such a serious nature n« 
to warraut her abandonment, even by the 
most timid mariners. Instead of being 
lowered, as Is usual, the yawl boat had 
been cut from the davits, indicating gient 
haste upon the part of those leaving the 
vessol. In the cabin the table had been 
set apparently for supper. I'pon it there 
was every preparation for a mci 
Fish, potatoes, butler, coffee, plates, cups 
knives and forks, even the battered eao- 
tor — all were in place. Nothing was dis- 
turbed. Bad the vessel been drifting any 
considerable time, some of the croekerv 
would most likely have been lurched oh 
the table, aa a heavy ea was running. 
Th»re were other queer evidOBOOS ot foul 
play. The canvas around the forward 
hatchway had been cut and the hatchway 
opened, apparently, it would seem, in order 
that the water*, in washing over the deck, 
might the more certainly sink the vessel. 
The other hatchway was untouched. The 
clothing of none of the crew could be 
found except that of the opinio. There 
wa- not a trunk or bag left, except thoM 
belonging to the captain. They were 
found on the top of the cabin. 

THE CAPTAIN'S FATK. 

The crew of the tug reasoned that u the 
time of the abandonment the captain 
could not have Iwen on board, because, 
while the goods of the rest had been re- 
moved, his had not beeu touched. 
Tho ship's compass and all the 
valuable appurtenances and equipments 
had iwen taken away. Even tlie men be- 
fore the must had got awn* with their 
baggage and everything they could carry. 
In tho mate's room a mattruss, pillow and 
quilt were found, but •e.J-'.e. t-, no pillow- 
cases, no shirts, nor an article of clotniug. 
of which the mate must have possessed 
several changes at leaeu There remained 
nothing but a lot of old paper* in a drawer 
uuder the berth. In the bouk of the stew- 
ard a like clean |sweep had been made. 
Every vestige of olothiug was gone, except 
a ragged black eravat, which fluttered from 
a hook in the partition. The drawers had 
been emptied of their oontents. Iu one draw- 
er were a few rusty nails, a hammer aud a 
small instrument for determining speed, 
called a patent log. A small compass was 
found on top of the stove in the cabin, in 
which there still lingered hot ashes. In 
the Captain's room the contrast was notice- 
able. Everything was undisturbed. The 
satchel on the cabin roof, carried there, 
perhai*. by one of the crew, contained an 
abundance of clothes. The bunk was fes- 
tooned with dirty shirts, towels, and other 
appurteuatices of the wardrobe. Tho sec- 
retaire, however, i boil been cleaned com- 
pletely of it* contents. In ono corner 
was a pair of ragged green slippers, 
and in another a clay pipe. Then- 
was nothing about the appearance of the 
berth to indicate that the occupant had le t 
it hastily, or with any desire to leave the 
ahip. The crew of the tug reasoned that 
the crew, having killed the captain, scut- 
tled the ship and carried off everything 
with them. The marshal is of the same 
opinion aud instances the opening ofthe 
hatchway; the removal of all property ex- 
cept such as belonged to the captain ; the 
tritliug nature of her leaks, and the carry- 
ing* away of the ship's log book, records 
and charts; the powerful pumps, fore and 
aft, which could have kept the schooner 
easily above water; the cutting of tho 
yawl from the davits, and the ncarnoss to 
shore at the time of the abandonment.

Yoik. is OOtnpelled lOOT Si tha Baal river 
at laaal Iwioa ■ day. Any RMMM which 
will ttiake the trip more convenient to this 
crowd of workers would be a bloeeiag eTen 
at fifteen million ' of dollar.,. Whether the 
Drldfft will do tltis is conjectural. 

The bridre is not a sUOOOwa yet. In 
■killing pajrlattOl it is only a "fair pr '-peat." 
Already it ha* proved to be too led in sum- 
mer, and there is no doubt whatever but 
thai it will be too cold in winter for pedes- 
tiinnx. Ordinarily a bridge is the most 
convenient means of crossing water, but 
thia i» »ot nn ordinary 1 nse. To prevent 
IntOrfaring with navigation, it was neces- 
sary to place the structure high in the air 
and make it a mile and a quarter long. 

FKBKV MOAT CON V EN I ENCES. 

The persons who are expected to be the 
pitrons of the bridge have been in the 
habit of using ferry bonts. which run from 
central points in New York to streets all 
alon* the waterfront from Hamilton avenue 
to the northern limits of Brooklyn on one 
s le and New York on the other. The rates 
are low, the hlghtal being throe cents, and 
paasenarers generally have a oomfortahle 
seat. On the Fulton ferry, which is proba- 
bly mo«t used, seventeen tickets are sold 
for twenty-five cents. If these people 
desert the ferry-boats, they will have 
to walk to the end of the bridge in 
either city, which may be presumed 
to be as far from their places of busi- 
ness ns the ferry slips, and pay 1 cent to 
walk the mile and a quarter over the 
bridge, or when the cars get to running 5 
centi to ride. 

Most ot the people are poor, to whom the 
money it costs to get to and from home 
every day is a considerable object. It is 
likely they will as a rule pny as much to 
walk over the bridge ns to ride in a ferry 
boat .' If they do this, ti e bridge will he a 
success. When some system of car traffio 
is arranged, by which people con be carried 
over the brid re and to different points in 
Brooklyn for a street car fare, the structure 
may be more universally used ; hut it is 
almost a sure proposition thai it will never 
pny interest on the cost if there is no im 
provement on the present arrangements. 
In New York what d >es noi pay is not a 
success. It i" certain that a great revenue 
will be derived from weojpat. Generally 

it will be more convenient tto take teams 
across the bridge than over the ferries, 
and thia traffic is so enormous that the tolls 

will be hoary. 

OTA VI lirNNIVII EXI'KVSES. 

There is another matter in which the 
Brooklyn bridge is singular. Its running 
expenses will be heavy. Ordinarily 
when a bridge is built the only 
cost is for repairs, but in the case of 
the crear Brooklyn span there is a 
large corp^of policemen to support. Their 
services have been proven to be necessary 
on most dteaatroai occasions. Probably by 
giving greater aeeonimcdatiiins to foot pa— 
sengers who will always be likely to crowd 
the bridge on holidays and other special 
occasions, thio expense can in part be done 
away with. 

The receipts from tolls show a steady 
falling off during the last two weeks, and 
travel has now fallert'to iu legitimate fig- 
ures. 

There is one thing to be said. The bridge 
itself is one of the most magnificent, beauti- 
ful and graceful structures in the world. 
The great amount of money which it oosts 
seems to have been spent with great judg- 
ment and taste, and its engineers and 
builders are entitled to that credit which 
the creation of a thing of beauty should 
always bring.

Philadelphia, June 21. — As a street car 
was moving up Ninth street a lady on the 
sidewalk noticed that ono of the horses woo 
in great pain from a galled shoulder. She 
■topped the car, and calling the driver's 
attention to the sore spots, asked him not 
to drive the unhappy beast any farther. 
The man attempted to drive on, but the lady 
sprang in front of the horses and said that 
she would be run over before the car should 

[irooeed. Of course a crowd gathered, and 
n its wake came a policeman who attempted 
to effect a compromise; but the lady re- 
fused to budge, and finally the officer 
ordered the driver to unharness the horBO 
then and there. Hanjng accomplished her 
original purpose, the luimantitarian turned 
her attention to her own rights and caused 
both driver and conduotor to be arrested 
for attempting to push her from the track. 
As the party moved off toward the police 
station a crowd of 600 person cheered 
vociferously.

Up to 4 o'clook 
in tho afternoon twenty-one skulls, or por- 
tions of skulls of infanta had been found 
burled in tho oollar at* tha dwelling. Dr. 
Hathaway is now In tho eejnty prison.

HlfcWAOtM) June 21.— Reports from 
nearly all parts of the West anil Ncvthwttt 
»how that the past week has been marked 
by ohanges and a considerable rain full. 
Some low sections of the spring wheat 
States r*p0H damage to the growing grain, 
reaulting from continuous heavy rains. 

These reports, howpvir, are not numerous, 
and, so fur, do not j.icite apprehension. 
All observers repi rt the oondit ion of grow- 
ing spring whoa' as exceedingly good, and 
the outlook most promising. 

There is no especial change in the charac- 
ter of reports concerning the condition of 
winter wheat in the Middle States: 
and there is certainly no improvement in 
the pro ;• ots for the vr-\>. hi «\ ile of the 
wide erltUUa with which estimates of the 
falling off in the wheat cr»]i were receive I, 
the entire country has gradually co ne to 
accept those estimates as at least approxi- 
mately collect, and some authorities put 
the fffurtt even lower than did the OOrM* 

ipondente. 

A large deficit is now conceded, with the 
contingencies of the season still to expect. 
The large increase in the ucreage of spring 
vv heat, of which so much was said a few 
weeks ago by correspondents, b is appeared 
to shrink tiil the best authorities now ac- 
cept the correspondents' figures, on a basis 
of five per cent increase, as correct. 

COHM TKRV LATE. 

All through tho West and the Northwest 
the season has been so backward that corn 
is very late. In Minnesota and Wisconsin 
the prospect for the corn crop is very poor. 
These States, however, do not make much 
of a figure in the corn crop of the country. 
Reports from the real corn belts are irregu- 
lar and unsatisfactory, and not sufficiently 
definite to furnish a good basis for esti- 
mates as to the probable crop. The 
general tone of such reports as are received 
is favorable, and, with good weather, there 
is a prospect of a fair or. p. The receipts 
of corn at most trading points continued 
large during the early part of the week 
but have fallen oil" during the loat four 
days, and the prospect now is for a steady 
volume of supplies on a somewhat reduced 
■cale.
